He asks that parents warn 
their youngsters to keep off 
the river and also the 
sloughs around the town, 
Ne said he checked the 
slough behind the drive-in 
theatre himself and it 
cracked all around him, 


Other members include: 
John Hrynew, principal of 
Paul Kane High School, 
George Soetaert, supervisor 
of guidance for public school 
system; Terry Winspinski 
and Mrs, Anne Dixon, coun-

Mr, Thomas said the idea 
for the drug conference 
arose out of a seminar on 
drug misuse sponsored by 
the department of youth in 
Edmonton in October, 

A number of people work- 
ing in public health and 
education in St, Albert atten- 
ded and came away impress- 
ed with the need for drug 
education in St, Albert, 

Mr, Thomas said the con- 
ference will acquaint the 
people of the town, espec- 
ially parents, with what the 
current scene is in regards 
to drugs. 

He said the program will 
probably include a film on 
drugs, followed by a panel 
which will probably include 
medical practitioners, edu- 
cators, parents, students, 
and representatives of law 
enforcement and the clergy. 
There will also be opendis- 
cussion,

coat under the contract, He 
was informed this was not 
included in the original con- 
tract, but that some seal 
coating had been used, Mr, 
Lukay expressed his opin- 
ion that the paving (on Wine 
ston Churchill Avenue) was 
a “lousy job and left a 
dusty type surface’’, 


Mayor Gibbon read a let- 
ter from a Mr, Buros, 
(Professor Laso) request- 
ing Council’s approval of a 
proposed fortune telling by 
card reading operation in St, 
Albert, He further asked that 
Council consider lowering 
the license required from 
$500 to $100, ($500 being the 
fee charged in Edmonton), 
A motion by Councillor 
Kambouroff that Mr, Buro 
be advised the fee is $500 
and further that the pro- 
posed operation would have 
to be approved by the Council 
before coming in, was care 
ried unanimously.

When you live with a dream for five and 
a half years, it’s a little hard to believe 
when it finally comes true, 

At least, that's the only way it was for 
two St. Albert men on a sunny Sunday last 
August, the day they put the finishing touches 
on a fine-lined two-seater aircraft they had 
built themselves, 

Gerry Ward, 41, of 21 Gainsborough Ave,, 
and Bob Brodgesell, 35, of 75 Grosvenor 
Blvd,, both grinning from ear to ear, stood 
back and surveyed their handiwork, a trim, 
tidy package sitting in the shadow of a 
decaying barn on the farm of Jack Harrold, 
whose fields about five miles north of Edmon- 
ton on 127th Avenue have provided a haven 
for home-builts, 

Both had the same question to ask, ‘‘Is it 
going to fly?’’ 

Fly it did, and they'll tell you now that they 
never doubted it for a second, 

They bought the drawings for their Jodel 
Dell airplane from Falconar Aircraft, the 
main distributor of home-built kits in nore 
thern Alberta, in January of 1963, From that 
time on, it was a part of their lives, 

Bob made the test flight, spending 30 
minutes aloft gingerly checking out the sleek 
craft's response, Over the next two weeks he 
logged about four more hours, checking {ton 
all possible manoeuvres, ‘‘It handles,'’ he 
reported to Gerry, ‘ike a charm,’ 

Gerry, a thin smile betraying his ‘nner 
excitement, took her up, 

‘*You should have seen his face when he 
came down,'’ Bob says, ‘‘It was split from 
ear to ear,’’ 

It was apparently quite a show for Gerry, 
who is not prone to wild displays of emotion, 
and it prompted Bob's wife to remark: 

‘It's about the only time I’ve seen him 
lodking anything close to enthusiastic in 
five years,’’ 

Enthusiasm was, however, something both 
had their fights with, They both had plenty 
of it, but at times It wore just a trifle thin, 


‘You don't really get frustrated,’’ Bob 
says, ‘‘you actually get sick of the thing, 
There will be weeks when you won't be 
able to even look at it, But then a surge of 
enthusiasm will come along and you won't 
be able to leave it alone,’’ 

He said the fitting of the engine was the 
hardest part of the project for him, ‘‘I 
wondered then why I had ever got involved 
in it,’’ he says, 

‘It's funny,’’ Gerry chips in here with 
that sober half-smile, ‘‘I found it the easiest 
part, I was in England at the time,’’ 

They have no quarrel with the problems 
they faced over the past five years now, 
though, because they have only to look at the

finished product to know {t was all worth- 
while, 

They have put 43 hours on their plane now, 
cruising along at 110 miles an hour at 25 
air miles to the gallon for an operating cost 
of about $4 an hour, 

They can fly whenever and wherever they 
want to, something which ts right up Bob's 
alley, 

‘I have to fly about every two weeks,’’ he 
says, “or I get miserable,’ 

It doesn’t affect Gerry quite the same, He 
loves to fly but he also gets a big charge 
out of the building, 

They no longer fly out of the fleldon which 
the Jodel started her maiden flight, They have 
outfitted her with radio and brakes and now 


operate from the Edmonton Industrial Air- 
port. 
Neither Bob nor Gerry will guesstimate 
how many hours they spent building the plane, 
Gerry will tell you that the book says it can 
be done in 600 hours but that he ‘‘can call 
the book a lfar,’’ 

The greatest problem facing the home- 
builder, both men feel, is the lack of finance 
ing. No money, No home-built, The Jodel cost 
them $3,500 and there were times they were 
held up because they didn't have the cash to 
carry on, 

**You find,’’ Bob says, “that there are 
necessities such as food, clothes, etc., that 
a wife will insist on having.’’ 

“You really learn to be a scrounger,”’

Gerry says, ‘You go wherever you think you 
can get a part you need, We went to Clares- 
holm twice and to Calgary twice, and also 
other places.’’ 

The wheels on the Jodel are from an air- 
craft from Saskatchewan that crashed on an 
Edmonton street about two years ago, 

They found there were times when they 
didn’t trust the plans, feeling that in certain 
places they needed more strength, They were 
wary of the glue, so really poured it on, All 
the while they were building they were test- 
ing it, freezing it, heating it, submerging 
it in water, always it held firm, 

These extra precautions, they found later, 
added about 75 pounds to the weight of the 
plane, They have, though, an aircraft, that 
with a 65 horse-power engine, will stand a 
force of 9 Gs, though this aircraft sports 
90 HP, 

The fuselage of the aircraft was bullt in 


' Gerry’s basement, the wings in Bob's garage, 


Bob built the garage just to build the wings 
in, It was 10 feet wide and 32 feet long, It 
burned down just after the wings were taken 
out,

‘*He works in thousandths,’’ Bob says, 
*¥ work in hairs,’’ 

*“‘Sometimes,’’ Gerry returns, ‘‘I think it’s 
elephant hairs,’’ 

For the $3,500 they spent on the Jodel, they 
could have bought a used aircraft. The cost of 
operating and maintaining it, however, would 
have been far greater, On the Jodel, they can 
do their own maintenance, 

‘We should be able to,’’ Gerry says, ‘We 
built her,’’ 

If you ask them what the future holds, you 
won't be surprised to hear that it has more 
home-builts in it, Bob’s boys are 11 and 10 
now and when they are about 14 he would like 
to get them involved, Both he and Gerry are 
eyeing four-seaters, Gerry considering an 
all-metal one, 

Gerry is involved in another major project 
right now, He and another friend, Ken Wilkin- 
son, have an assembly line that may event- 
ually produce the makings of three aircraft,

Planes and farmyards 


Where J. Harrold 


is concerned, they 


go hand in hand 


Three years ago, an Ed- 
monton pilot dropped his 
light plane into a stubble 
field on the farm of Jack 
Harrold, about five miles 
north of the city limits on 
27th Avenue, to tie it up for 
the winter. 

When the spring came and 
@the snow went and the time 

rolled around for Jack and 
his son, Aubrey, to get down 
to the business of putting in 

a crop, the strip of stubble 

on which the light plane had 
landed was left unseeded. 

For the Harrold farm had 
changed, It had become a 
haven for operators of light 
aircraft who, because their 
machines were not equipped 
with radios, were unable to 
fly out of the Edmonton Ih- 
dustrial Airport. 

And now, if you chance to 
visit the Harrold farm, you 
will find the occasional piece 
of farm equipment here and 
there, but aircraft every- 
where, 

They’re in the shadow of 
the barn, in the open spaces 
behind it, in garages, in 
sheds; all types, from a 

¥ couple of Cornells, training 
planes from the Second 

World War, to sleek Cessnas 

and home~builts, 

The strip of stubble now 
runs the length of the farm, 
north and south, a year- 
round runway for private 
operators, including, now, 
28-year-old Aubrey, who 


has just finished restoring 
a Cornell. 

Mr, Harrold, 58, has not 
been exactly idle, either, He 
has been helping Aubrey 
restore the Cornell and has a 
good start on a Jodel D-12 
home-built, a plane he may 
never get to fly himself be- 
cause the department of 
transport will not grant him 
a licence because of a heart 
attack he suffered two years 
ago, 

As a matter of fact, Mr, 
Harrold’s horizons in the 
field of flight have so broad- 
ened in the past three years 
that he envisions his farm 
in the not-so-distant future 
as Edmonton and Alberta’s 
first airpark, 

His path is being blocked 
at present by the Municipal 
District of Sturgeon and the 
Edmonton Regional Plann- 
ing Commission, 

“They say it will be a 
detriment,” Mr, Harrold 
says, ‘‘They say there could 
be a university near here 
some day. I say it would 
complement a university.’’ 

He figures one way to do 
something about it is run for 
council, so he is seeking a 
seat on the local govern- 
ment this year, 

“It’s not only because of 
this that I’m running for 
council, though A lot of 
developments have been 
blocked, good ones, This 
has to change,” 
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The airpark, on about 300 
acres of his property, would 
feature two landing strips 
flanked by three-acre plots 
for private homes and hang- 
ars, 

“We'll have as many as 
possible with frontage on the 
runway,’’ he says, ‘‘Most 
aircraft owners would be 
able to land and taxi right 
up to their homes, I know 
of some airparks where 
people have their hangars

right under their homes, 
like many garages,’’ 

He says he has more than 
40 applications already, 

Mr, Harrold has set aside 
10 acres for a children’s 
park, He also has plans for 
a campsite, which, he feels, 
would be a great attraction 
for private pilots wanting to 
visit Edmonton for events 
such as Klondike days, He 


says it would have a swim- 
ming pool with every home- 
owner in the sub-division 
having a key to it, 

“There wouldn’t be much 
noise to contend with,’’ Mr, 
Harrold says. “Most of 
these aircraft you can hardly 
hear, Many pilots come up 
to the house and I haven’t 
even heard them come in,’’ 

Mr, Harrold is semiere- 


tired, having rented the farm 
to Aubrey, ‘I help him,’ 
he says, ‘‘He helped me 
plenty when he was young,’ 

The Harrolds have a beau- 
tiful new farm home, but 
even it can’t escape the 
aviation touch, The base- 
ment houses much of the

Report says the bigger the farm, the less you work — 


Total investment per acre 
on Alberta farms where the

Compiled from informa- 
tion provided by 153 partici- 
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pants in the provincial Farm 
Business Analysis Program 
the report contains the first 
detailed analysis that has 
been done on crop production 
in Alberta, 

It shows that the average 
land investment per cultiva- 
ted acre on the study farms 
ranged from $50,95 in the 
north-east district of the 


dark brown soil zone to 
$133.41 in the south-west 
district of the thin black 
soll zone, Average mach- 
inery investment per culti- 
vated acre ranged from 
$19.96 in the brown soil zone 
to $28.44 in the black soil 
zone, 

In a comparison of gross 
returns per seeded acre of 


the various grains, wheat 
produced the highest returns 
with barley second and oats 
third, 

The report also shows 
that crop enterprises be- 
come more and more spec- 
falized as the farm size 
increases, and that as the 
crop enterprise becomes 
larger, hours of labor per 


cultivated acre decrease 
substantially, Larger mache 
ines are being used to make 
labor more efficient, 
According to the report 
labor costs in most areas 
decrease by about 2 per 
cultivated acre from small 
to large farms, 

Total production costs per 
cultivated acre were shown 
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to vary inalmost direct pro- 
portion to labor costs, Re- 
turns per hour for labor and 
management increased 
significantly as farm size 
increased, and returns per 
hour of labor and manage~ 
ment were larger inthe dark

CANADA should re=think its wheat policy~*Bank of Montreal 


A major re-evaluation of Canada’s wheat marketing 
policy may be in store after examination of the results 
at the end of this crop year, according to the Bank of 
Montreal in its Business Review for October, 

*‘Almost total commitment to the production of only 
the highest grades of wheat has, in the past, won Canada 
both wheat sales and an enviable reputation, However, 
under present market conditions, the effectiveness of 
this policy is being widely questioned,”’ 

Questions to be pondered include what types of wheat 
Canada should produce; should production be restricted 
to top grades only and more acreage devoted to other 
crops; should the wheat production mix be revised to 
include much lower quality, high-yielding varieties, 

In Canada, high quality has been encouraged, rather 
than high yield and this country now ranks 28th in average 
per acre yield, down from 20th place after World War 11, 

“The quality versus quantity question {s important be~ 
cause the patterns of world demand have been changing, 
with the preference swinging away from ..., top-line 
grades to those of medium to low quality,’’ the B of M 
states, 

“Developing nations, chronically short of foreign 
exchange, have preferred to import acceptable but less 
costly wheat grades whenever they are readily available, 
as they have been in the past year, In addition, demand 
for Canadian wheat by Western European nations has been 
reduced by the introduction of new milling and baking 
techniques requiring a smaller percentage of first quality 
wheat. 

“Both productive and marketing capabilities must be 
considered and, in the latter regard, the nature of this 
year’s harvest may well provide an opportunity to assess 
the marketing possibilities for lower-grade Canadian 
wheat,’’ the bank states, 

Extremely keen competition for world Wheat markets 
last year is likely to be repeated in the 1968/69 crop 
year, as good-to-record crops are again forecast for 
most wheat-exporting and many wheat-importing coun- 
tries, 


CHANGING SUPPLY SITUATION 


‘On the supply side of the picture, differing crop 
conditions amongst wheat-producing countries will 
always cause short-run fluctuations in the level of 
exports, For example, Canadian wheat exports sky- 
rocketed in 1964 and 1966 mainly as a result of crop 
failures in a number of Communist countries,’’ 

New production levels being achieved by developed 
and developing nations are of longer-run significance 
for Canadian wheat prospects, 

“In the United States, the world’s leading wheat 
exporter, last year’s record crop of 1,524 million 
bushels is expected to be surpassed this year, Wit its 
determined export drive, lower export prices and long 
term financing arrangements, the U.S, is giving Canada 
strong competition in world wheat markets, 

‘‘French competition, particularly in the valuable 
Japanese market, has also become significant. In many 
developing nations, particularly in Asia, outstanding 
increases have been made in grain production, Coming 
on top of years spent improving farming techniques, 
the introduction of new varieties of grain, such as high 
yielding Mexican Dwarf wheat, has accomplished what 
has been termed ‘The Asian Agricultural Revolution,’ ” 
the Bank of Montreal states,
